2. Citations and explanati<His (Rule 70.7) 

The claims relate to tumour targeting units and their use. 

The following documents were found:

B US 5622699 
C EP 271041 
D DS 6083913 

Document A describes integrin binding peptides. 

Document B relates to a method of identifying a molecule that 
homes specifically to one or a few selected organs. The 
molecules can be used to direct a ' moiety to the selected 
organ. They can be linked to labels and pharmaceuticals to use 
in the treatment of cancer (see columns 12-13) . However, the 
organ specific peptides have not been shown to be tumour 
targeting. Peptide no. 3, that resembles the claimed peptides 
is described as a brain homing. 

Document C discloses atrial peptide derivatives. 

Document D discloses peptides that bind to the thrombopoietin 
receptor. 

The documents show the general state of the art. 

Thus, claims 1-24 are considered to fulfil the requirements of 
novelty, inventive step and industrial applicability. 
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
